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Hill  Neighbors,  Police  Suspect  Abandoned  Buildings, 
Complain  of  Life-Threatening  Hazards,  Drug  Activity

If  you've  ever  wondered  about  —  or 
been  suspicious  of  —  an  empty  house  on 
your  block,  so  have  the  police. 

Officer  Paul  Swialko  of  the  Potrero 
District  Police  Station  routinely  checks 
on  abandoned  or  seemingly  empty  build- 
ings, and  what  he  finds  is  often  no  sur- 
prise to  him  anymore.  "I'm  used  to  find- 
ing trashed  and  stripped  buildings:  human 
waste,  needles,  condoms  .  .  .  the  works," 
he  says. 

It's  relatively  easy  to  break  into  and 
occupy  an  empty  building  and  set  up 
housekeeping.  Swiatko  notes.  And  most 
people  who  do  so  are  homeless,  or  drug 
users  and,  in  some  cases,  people  who  set 
up  an  operation  to  make  and  sell  drugs. 

Swiatko  works  an  operation  under  the 
Code  Abatement  Program  checking 
crack  houses.  This  program  is  designed 
to  help  maintain  residential  property  In 
DpifThborhoods  hit  hard  by  crack  houses, 
.ctivity  and  life-threatening  haz- 
resutting  from  dclerioraled  propert- 
ies and  blight. 

When  neighbors  call  and  complain  to 
the  police  about  "public  nuisances,  we 
begin  to  check,"  Swiatko  explains.  "If 
we  have  to  return  to  the  same  address 
night  after  night,"  the  officer  begins  to 
research  property  ownership,  and  Swiatko 
claims  that  90  percent  of  abandoned 
buildings  are  owned  by  absentee  land- 
lords. 

The  Police  Dept.  gets  in  touch  with  the 
landlords  and  "we  let  them  know  that 
they  had  better  come  by  and  check  their 
property.  If  the  landlord  doesn't  take 
action,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco can  step  In  and  take  over  the  prop- 
erty under  a  "city  seizure"  option,  Swiat- 
ko points  out. 

If  there  are  many  site  visits  with  no 
response  from  the  owners^  when  an  aban- 
doned or  empty  building  becomes  a  prob- 
lem, a  report  is  referred  to  the  City  Att- 
orney's office.  Then  the  Code  Abatement 
Program  goes  into  action,  with  inspec- 
tions of  properties  where  violations  of 
multiple  codes  are  suspected.  A  team  of 
city  department  heads  reviews  the  case 
and  decides  upon  a  course  of  action. 

Officer  Swiatko  has  successfully  closed 
down  several  crack  houses  within  the 
Potrero  District  boundaries.  One  of  the 
houses  was  a  notorious  operation  on  Ark-

ansas  Street  with  heavy  traffic  in  and 
out  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

lie  told  the  View  tlml  the  empty  build- 
ing located  (it  Soullicrn  Heights  and  Car- 
olina Streets,  for  instance,  is  one  of  the 
locations  he  is  investigating  because  of 
neighbors'  complaints.  11c  said  that 
many  of  llic  interior  fixtures,  including 
copper  piping,  have  been  stripped,  and 
debris  indicates  that  people  may  be  liv- 
ing there. 

City  Attorney  Louise  Renne's  Code 
Enforcement  Task  Force  program  was 
recently  awarded  a  $20,000  Ford  Found- 
ation Grant,  issued  in  connection  with 
the  Innovations  in  State  and  Local  Gov- 
ernment Awards  Program  administered 
by  the  John  F.  Kennedy  School  of  Gov- 
ernment at  Harvard  University. 

The  Task  Force's  newest  effort  is  its 
Neighborhood  "Elder  Watch"  Program  to 
deal  with  the  emerging  pattern  of  prob- 
lems involving  property  owners  who  are 
elderly  shut-ins.  Its  purpose  is  to  teach 
neighbor  'n<^  hf>nt  police  to  be  aware 
that  a  I  lerioraled  condition 

may  be  a  vtiii  ialc  sign  of  trouble 
inside. 

Meanwhile,  a  new  wave  of  homeless 
people  living  in  campers  and  RVs  along 
the  China  Basin  and  Islais  Creek  areas 
has  Swiatko  citing  vehicles  parked  for 
more  than  72  hours.  But  the  serious  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  homeless  people 
living  in  vans  is  causing  more  than  a 
parking  problem. 

A  number  of  the  homeless  people 
forced  out  of  other  neighborhoods  have 
moved  into  this  eastern  edge  of  the  city, 
dumping  litter  along  the  roadways  and 
posing  a  public  health  issue.  "Many 
trailers  are  loaded  with  old  clothes,  food 
and  trash,  and  when  it  appears  to  be  a 
severe  problem,"  Swiatko  points  out, 
"we  can  call  upon  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment to  look  into  it." 

Litter,  noise  and  camping  overnight  is 
prohibited  in  San  Francisco,  and  the 
only  legal  spaces  for  van  parking  for  ex- 
tended periods  of  time  is  at  Candlestick 
Park  and  at  the  4th  and  Townsend  RV 
Park.  Vehicles  parked  on  city  streets 
are,  under  Traffic  Code  Sec.  37,  requir- 
ed to  move  their  cars  after  72  hours  of 
being  in  the  same  spot.  "After  we  issue 
warning  tickets,  they  move  their  vehic- 
les within  a  block,"  Swiatko  says,  and 
the  police  go  through  the  same  warning 
ticket  routine  over  and  over  again  in 
frustrating  checker-like  moves. 

Merchants  in  the  area  are  calling  with 
complaints  almost  daily,  and  "all  we  can 
do  is  talk  to  the  people  in  the  vehicles 
and  ask  them  to  move  on,"  Swiatko  says. 
People  are  cited  but  when  the  misde- 
meanors get  to  court  the  officer  assumes 
that  cases  might  get  thrown  out  because 
the  cited  people  are  back  in  the  area  do- 
ing the  same  thing. 

Swiatko  charges  that  the  problem  is 
getting  bigger,  with  more  people  who 
have  been  "pushed  out  of  other  areas" 
moving  into  this  district.  The  officer 
knows  many  of  the  homeless  on  his  beat, 
and  says  that  a  lack  of  housing  is  the 
main  concern  of  a  number  of  people.  He 
knows  some  who  have  jobs,  but  who  can't 
afford  to  live  anywhere  but  in  their 
vehicles.  And  others  simply  have  accept- 
ed the  streets  and  empty  buildings  as 
their  way  of  life.

Local  Clinic  Gets  Reprieve 
-  If  Tax  Okayed  in  November

Despite  the  recent  successful  efforts 
of  San  Franciscans  to  save  the  City's 
primary  care  neighborhood  health  clinics, 
the  fight  to  keep  doors  to  clinics  open  ~ 
including  those  of  Potrero  Hill  Caleb 
Clark  Clinic  —  is  far  from  over. 

Earlier  this  month,  medical  directors 
of  neighborhood  health  centers  were 
notified  that  their  clinics  and  programs 
would  be  reinstated  for  six  months  ef- 
fective July  I. 

After  December,  the  future  of  Caleb 
Clark  Clinic's  medical  and  dental  pro- 
grams and  other  Health  Department 
programs  remain  questionable. 

Although  Dr.  Michael  Drennan,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Caleb  Clark  Clinic,  told  The 


View  that  he  and  his  staff  continue  to 
deliver  medical  and  dental  services  to 
Hill  residents  and  to  "plan  for  the 
future,"  he  worries  that  his  technical 
staff  may  be  vulnerable  to  repercussions 
from  recent  layoffs  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health. 

Drennan  says  it  is  possible  that  Clinic 
staff  may  find  themselves  out  of  work  if 
they  are  "bumped"  by  other  Health  De- 
partment employees  with  more  seniority. 

He  also  says  that  future  Health  De- 
partment funding  greath  depends  on 
passage  of  the  pending  Sales  Tax  ini- 
tiatives, at  state  and  local  levels,  in 
November.  If  the  initiatives  pass,  the 
monies  will  be  used  to  establish  u  per- 
manent revenue  base  for  the  Dcparlrnent 
of  Public  Health.

Hill  Library's  Lois  Bailey 
Marks  12  Years  at  Branch

If  you're  a  fairly  regular  patron  of  the 
Potrero  Branch  Library,  and  especially 
if  you  enjoy  reading  fiction,  then  it's 
likely  that  you've  talked  books  with  Lois 
Bailey. 

As  the  Library  Technician  at  the  Po- 
trero Branch  for  the  past  dozen  years. 
Bailey  has  had  the  opportunity  to  get  to 
know  both  her  books  and  her  patrons. 
And  it  has  simply  become  second  nature 
for  her  to  share  her  knowledge,  to  "men- 
tion to  patrons  a  new  book  by  authors 
they've  liked,  or  to  tell  a  patron  how  much 
I've  enjoyed  a  book  they're  checking  out," 
she  says. 

Indeed,  Bailey's  longevity  at  the  Po- 
trero Branch  is  rare  in  a  system  where 
librarians  and  technicians  alike  shift 
around  from  branch  to  branch  —  for  a 
wide  variety  of  reasons.  Since  coming 
to  the  Potrero  Branch  in  the  summer  of 
1981,  Uaiiey  has  worked  with  eight  dif- 
ferent Branch  Librarians  and  —  in  the 
days  when  the  Branch  had  a  higher  staff- 
ing pattern  —  several  different  Children's 
Librarians.  "They've  kept  me  hero  so 
long  to  provide  some  stability."  Bailey 
feels,  given  the  many  changes  that  have 
taken  place  at  the  branch  in  recent 
years. 

"Every  librarian  we  had  here  was 

great."  Bailey  noted.  She's  now  on  num- 
ber eight,  since  Toba  Singer  recently  be- 
came Branch  Librarian,  replacing  Thomas 
Tavis  who  went  to  the  Branch  Room. 

And  although  Bailey  stresses  that  "she 
has  been  here  so  long  and  really  feels  at 
home  with  the  patrons,"  she  also  admits 
that  the  long  commute  she  faces  every 
day  ~  an  hour  and  a  half  each  way  to  and 
from  her  home  near  San  Francisco  State 
University,  by  bus  —  is  becoming  tougher 
and  the  idea  of  working  at  a  branch 
nearer  her  home  sometimes  seems  more 
and  more  appealing. 

How  has  the  Potrero  Branch  changed  in 
the  12  years  she's  worked  there?  In  addi- 
tion to  the  different  Librarians  and  cut- 
backs in  hours  and  staff.  Bailey  notes  that 
"there  are  not  as  many  black  children  in 
the  library  as  there  used  to  be  some  years 
ago."  She  points  out  that  as  a  separate 
Children's  Librarian,  Cathy  Nyhan  had  the 
time  for  an  ambitious  outreach  program 


for  neighborhood  children.  "When  there's 
just  one  librarian,  there  just  isn't  the 
time,"  Bailey  says. 

She  had  initially  started  out  to  be  a 
children's  librarian,  but  when  she  was 
widowed  as  a  young  woman  with  her  old- 
est child  only  five,  she  decided  instead 
to  take  an  Associate  of  Arts  (AA)  degree 
in  Library  Science,  which  required  two 
years  of  study  and  two  years  of  work  as 
a  trainee  in  a  library.  Now  her  oldest 
daughter,  Lynette,  is  28  and  her  youngest, 
Bridget,  is  26,  and  Bailey  proudly  boasts 
of  being  a  grandmother. 

Bailey  has  now  put  in  24  years  in  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  system, 
with  her  first  dozen  years  of  library 
work  as  full  of  changes  as  her  last  12 
have  been  stable. 

She  worked  in  the  Main  Library's 
Branch  Room,  with  Talking  Books,  in  the 
Catalog  Department,  the  History  Room, 
the  Bay  Area  Reference  Center,  in  the 
Richmond,  Ingieside  and  Merced  Brandi- 
es and  the  Portola  Reading  Center. 

And  her  diverse  work  experience 
serves  her  well  at  the  Potrero  Branch, 
where  her  workday  includes  setting  up 
the  computers,  working  behind  the  circu- 
lation desk,  working  on  books  reserved 
by  patrons  and  getting  new  books  ready 
to  go  on  the  shelves. 

She  even  likes  to  straighten  the 
shelves  every  day,  even  though  that's 
not  strictly  in  her  job  description.  "I 
get  a  sense  of  what's  on  the  shelves 
that  way,"  Bailey  notes,  "so  that  when 
someone  comes  in  and  asks  for  a  book, 
I  can  tell  them  right  away  if  we  have  it 
or  if  it's  out." 

New  Branch  Librarian  Singer  —  who 
to  the  astonishment  of  alt  concerned 
shares  a  birthday  with  both  Bailey  and 
this  writer  —  welcomes  Bailey's  knowledge 
and  involvement.  "I've  always  looked  to 
the  technicians  and  the  pages  to  keep 
me  informed  about  where  the  books  are 
and  how  they  move,"  she  emphasizes. 
"I  see  us  all  as  a  team." 

Bailey  serves  as  pianist  three  Sundays 
every  month  at  the  Providence  Baptist 
Church  on  Third  Street,  and  was  able  to 
bring  the  Church's  Male  Chorus  to  the 
Potrero  Branch  for  a  concert  recently. 

And  —  no  surprise  —  when  she's  not 
either  working  or  playing  the  piano,  she 
reads.

SHOOTING  OF  DOCTOR  SHOCKS  HILL: 

Potrero  Hill  residents  were  in  a  state  of  shock  a  decade  ago  at  the  death  of  Dr. 
Robert  Ross,  30,  at  the  hands  of  a  crazed  gunman  at  the  Caleb  Clark  Medical  Clinic 
on  July  27,  1983.  Wounded  in  the  attack  was  staff  doctor  Peter  McConarty.  The 
alleged  slayer.  Ivan  Dubinsky,  was  a  long  time  resident  of  Potrero  Hill  and  a  frequent 
participant  in  the  Neighborhood  House's  senior  citizen  lunch  program  where  the 
74-year-old  was  categorized  as  a  "loner"  with  a  violent  temper.  The  popular  Dr.  Ross 
had  been  with  the  Clark  Clinic  since  its  opening  seven  years  earlier  and  was  serving 
as  its  director. 

SHIPYARD  WORKERS  FIGHT  WAGE  CUTS: 

A  proposal  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Shipbuilding  Association  to  cut  hourly  wages  by  10 
percent  and  make  other  changes  in  compensation  and  seniority  provisions  had  Todd 
Shipyard  workers  on  the  picket  lines  at  the  foot  of  20th  Street.  Some  1,500  shipyard 
workers  —  boiler  makers,  machinists,  laborers,  carpenters,  sheet  metal  workers  and 
others  from  13  crafts  represented  by  the  Metal  Ti-ades  Council  —  hit  the  bricks  in  the 
Bay  Area.  The  vote  among  West  Coast  shipyard  workers  to  reject  management  cut- 
backs was  6,535-to-54. 
AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  BILL  POLAND: 

The  new  owner  of  the  Showplace  Square  complex,  Bill  Poland,  who  with  partners 
Trudy  Drypolcher  and  Tim  Treadway  purchased  the  wholesale  mart  at  the  foot  of 
Kansas  Street  in  1983.  sat  with  The  Potrero  View  to  talk  about  plans  and  prospects 
for  the  development.  "Primarily."  Poland  said,  "our  aim  is  to  act  as  a  central 
direction  —  giving  body  to  the  whole  area,  and  we  hope  to  interact  with  the  city  and 
with  the  community  groups  to  make  Showplace  a  nationally  known  marketplace." 
He  did  not  see  the  complex  expanding  its  boundaries  toward  Potrero  Hill.  "We  think 
there  is  plenty  of  room  here  to  develop  the  business  of  a  marketplace  and  also  the 
support  services  that  go  along  with  it  —  rental  housing,  retail  shopping,  that  sort  of 
thing." 

LOCAL  PLAYERS  ARE  NATIONAL  BOCCE  CHAMPS: 

Ignored  by  local  sports  writers,  Potrero  Hill's  Monte  Cristo  Club  bocce  team  quietly 
won  the  national  championship  for  the  third  time  in  five  years.  Masters  of  the 
Italian  bowling  game,  the  Missouri  Street  Club  has  also  won  the  local  Molinari  Cup 
eight  times  in  the  past  10  years.  The  group  practices  on  the  only  indoor  bocce  courts 
left  in  San  Francisco. 
LOCAL  EYESORE  GETS  PUSH: 

Removal  of  above-ground  toxic  chemicals  at  the  old  Synanon  and  paint  factory  at 
23rd  and  Kansas  Streets  was  completed  in  July,  1983  and  demolition  of  the  old 
structures  was  due  to  resume  by  mid-August.  The  site  had  lain  abandoned  and  vanda- 
lized for  more  than  three  years  and  the  unexpectedly  high  costs  of  toxic  materia!

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"Aim  High";  The  Message  & 
School  That  Students  Love

"AIM  High"  is  the  name  of  the  program, 
and  "aim  high"  is  the  message  in  this 
tuition-free  summer  school  of  sorts  for 
low-income  middle  school  students.  Aim 
for  high  school,  for  college,  for  the  career 
of  your  choice. 

And  what  makes  this  "summer  school" 
so  unusual  is  that  the  students  love  it, 
and  they  come  t>ack  year  after  year, 
their  siblings  come  back,  and  when  they 
are  finished,  many  of  them  come  back 
as  Teaching  Assistants. 

AIM  High  was  founded  in  1986,  and  is 
funded  primarily  by  grants,  corporate 
donations,  and  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District.  The  purpose  of  the 
program  is  to  prepare  students  from 
sixth  ,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  for 
high  school  and  college.  The  students 
are  recruited  from  public  schools  in 
low-income  districts,  and  classes  are 
held  for  five  weeks  each  summer  at 
four  locations,  one  of  which  is  the  Po- 
trero  Hill  Middle  School  on  Dellaro 
Street.  Nearly  300  students  are  parti- 
cipating this  year,  49  of  them  at  the 
Potrero  site. 

Most  of  the  students  begin  in  the  sum- 
mer after  the  sixth  grade,  and  come  back 
for  two  consecutive  years,  until  they 
enter  high  school.  They  also  meet  two 
Saturdays  a  month  during  the  school- 
year  for  tutoring  and  special  activities. 
The  program  offers  classes  in  the  morn- 
ing, electives  and  sports  in  the  afternoon. 
The  subjects  include  humanities,  math, 
science,  history  and  computers,  and 
classes  are  small,  so  that  the  students 
get  plenty  of  individual  attention,  and 
they  are  encouraged  to  ask  questions 
and  attack  —  rather  than  skip  over  — 
stumbling  blocks  in  the  learning  process. 

Carolyn  McNulty,  Director  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Site  for  AIM  High,  feels 
that  AIM  Hig^i  is  a  success.  She  has 
seen  plenty  of  younger  siblings  of  AfM 
High  graduates  enter  the  program,  and. 

she  says,  all  of  the  graduates  are  tracked 

through  a  newsletter  and  questionnaires; 

a  great  percentage  of  them  have  gone  on 

to  high  school  and  college. 

One  such  student  is  Oronde  Johnson, 
who  is  teaching  humanities  and  science 
at  AIM  High  this  summer,  and  who  had 
entered  the  program  himself  the  summer 
after  the  seventh  grade.  He  remembers 
his  first  day  and  notes,  "1  didn't  want 
to  be  here;  I  thought  it  would  be  a  waste 
of  time. ..and  it  was  one  of  the  most 
abrupt  changes  in  my  life.  By  the  end 
of  the  first  day  1  couldn't  wait  to  come 
back".  Johnson  will  be  entering  his 


sophomore  year  at  Howard  University  in 
Washington,  D.C.  where  he  plans  to  major 
in  biology.  "The  program  has  gotten 
even  better,  bigger,  since  1  was  here. 
In  my  opinion,  the  bigger,  the  better, 
its  a  good  thing". 

Cristina  Sena  is  in  her  second  summer 
at  AIM  High,  and  when  asked  how  she 
likes  it,  she  beams.  "It's  great,"  she 
says.  "Vou  learn  all  this  stuff  that 
other  kids  don't  know,  and  when  you 
get  back  to  school  in  the  fall  you  are 
way  ahead  of  your  class;  it's  all  still 
fresh  in  your  mind".  Sena  says  her 
favorite  subject  is  math,  and  the  best 
part  of  the  program  is  the  hands-on 
experience,  and  all  the  attention  they 
get  from  teachers. 

Henry  Brogonia  said  the  same  thing,  "1 
like  the  smaller  classes;  that's  the  best 
part,  you  learn  a  lot  more".  He  will 
also  be  going  on  to  high  school  in  the 
fall,  and  his  dream  is  to  go  to  Stanford 
and  to  become  an  engineer. 

Shantel  Brooks,  also  back  for  a  second 
summer,  notes  that,  "1  wasn't  doing  any- 
thing else  witn  my  summer,  ana  mis  is 
a  lot  of  fun."  When  asked  what  she  wants 
to  do.  there  is  no  hesitation  in  her  reply: 
"I  want  to  go  to  Syracuse  University, 
and  be  a  doctor,  a  cancer/radiologist 
specialist."  The  program  seems  to  be 
fulfilling  its  message;  the  students  are 
aiming  hign,  ana  loving  it.  hor  more

Sarah  Crome  died  of  cancer  on  July  16, 
at  her  home  on  Wisconsin  Street  at  the 
age  of  82.  Born  in  Russia,  she  immigra- 
ted at  an  early  age  to  Philadelphia 
where  she  grew  up  and  attended  college. 
After  graduation,  she  embarked  on  a 
long  career  combining  education  and 
progressive  politics.

In  the  1950's.  Crome's  political  acti- 
vities brought  her  to  the  attention  of 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  (HUAC),  and  she  was  even- 
tually blacklisted  and  forced  to  leave 
her  position  in  the  Philadelphia  public 
school  system.  She  then  moved  to  San 
Francisco,  where  she  settled  on  Potrero 
Hill.  She  taught  in  San  Francisco  schools 
for  many  years,  retiring  from  the  Urban 
School  in  the  early  1980s. 

She  was  an  early  opponent  of  American 
involvement  in  Vietnam,  a  position  that 
led  to  her  termination  by  the  Lick- 
Wilmerding  School.  In  the  1980s  she 
was  arrested  on  several  occasions  for 
participating  in  non-violent  demonstra- 
tions against  the  Lawrence  Livermore 
National  Laboratory.  She  was  also  a 
founder  of  Elders  for  Survival,  a  group 
dedicated  to  providing  economic  and 
technical  assistance  to  the  people  of 
Nicaragua. 

Crome  was  among  the  first  Americans 
to  visit  the  People's  Republic  of  China 
in  the  early  1970s.  She  also  traveled 
on  several  occasions  to  Cuba.  More 
recently  she  was  a  frequent  visitor 
to  Nicaragua  as  the  leader  of  American 
delegations,  and  as  the  organizer  of 
community  development  projects  in 
rural  communities.

New  "Cartoon  Guide"  Strips  Images  to  Bare  Essentials

Checking  around  downtown  for  View 
cartoonist  Larry  Gonick's  new  book  "The 
Cartoon  Guide  to  (Non)  Communica- 
tion" {N.Y.,  Harper  Perennial,  I86pp.) 
I  was  directed  in  one  large  bookstore 
to  the  "Humor"  section.  They  probably 
have  Hollywood's  Madonna  under  "Re- 
ligion." 

Don't  get  me  wrong.  There's  plenty 
in  Gonick's  book  to  chuckle  at,  but  this 
cartoonist  is  not  out  to  entertain.  In 
this  cartoon  guide,  previously  published 
in  1989  in  Belgium  and  titled  "Neo- 
Babelonia,"  the  author  deals  with  such 
questions  as:  How  does  communication 
satisfy  our  emotional  needs?  What  are 
its  biological  and  cultural  roots?  What 
is  humanly  appropriate?  How  can  we 
use  technology  to  share  knowledge  and 
meaning  rather  than  spread  manipula- 
tion, anxiety,  and  confusion?  A  bundle 
of  laughs  it  is  not. 

Well,  that's  not  quite  true.  Anyone 
who  has  read  any  of  Gonick's  other 
books  <"The  Cartoon  History  of  the 
Universe."  "The  Cartoon  History  of  the 
United  States,"  "The  Cartoon  Guide  to 
Genetics,"  and  others)  will  find  in 
"(Non)  Communication"  the  familiar 
wit,  the  occasional  outrageous  pun,

the  cartoon  that  makes  us  smile  —  not 
only  because  it's  funny  but  because  it's 
so  right  contextually.  And,  it's  not  that 
the  cartoonist  is  attempting  to  coat  a 
rancid  pill,  either.  It's  simply  that  he 
is  in  the  process  of  passing  on  informa- 
tion —  communicating  —  and  cartoons 
do  the  job  well. 

"Remember,"  says  Gonick,  "seeing  is 
an  active  process;  the  brain  is  at  work 


as  well  as  the  eyes  and  the  cartoonist 
exploits  this  fact  by  drawing  no  more 
than  necessary  to  convey  the  essential 
idea  .  .  .  The  idea  is  not  to  'simplify' 
the  image  —  that  suggests  omitting 
something  important  —  but  to  strip  the 
image  down  to  its  bare  essentials." 
But  why  bother?  Because,  he  says,  the 
mental  processing  effort  required  in 
reading  cartoon  images  (filling  in  the 


details,  for  example)  makes  one  "tend 
to  identify  more  with  cartoons  than 
with  other  images.  This  makes  the  car- 
toon a  user-friendly  medium." 

In  Gonick's  "Cartoon  Guirie  to  (Non) 
Communication,"  the  author  takes  us 
through  the  thicKets  of  kinesthetic 
knowledge,  iconic  understanding,  and 
symbolic  thinking,  around  the  morass 
of  language  inflation,  over  the  slippery 
syllogism  and  conative  and  phatic  ex- 
amples of  linguistic  expression  while 
parenthetically  deploring  "scientists' 
and  quasi-scientisls'  love  of  these 
massive  Greco-Roman  terminologies." 

And  along  the  way  lawyers  come  in 
for  their  share  of  criticism,  too,  as 
being  "an  example  of  an  entire  profes- 
sion that  obfuscates"  by  not  speaking 
the  other  guy's  language.  "Pro-bono," 
the  cartoon  figures  cry.  "Ipso  facto, 
obiter  dicta,  habeus  corpus,  non  com- 
pos mentis."  "1  think  they  learn  to  do 
this,"  says  Gonick,  "in  secret  rituals 
led  by  Spartan  law  school  professors." 

Gonick  is  right  when  he  says  that 
"images  can  teach  very  effectively-" 
"Tlie  Cartoon  Guide  to  (Non)  Communi- 
cation" is  exhibit  number  one  and  one 
hopes  that  the  downtown  bookstore 
people  will  look  at  it  when  it  arrives 
and  not  simply  toss  it  in  with  "Gar- 
field" and  "Dennis  the  Menace."

There  is  a  bayside  garden  in  the  pro- 
cess of  being  born.  Right  now,  it  is  only 
a  stripped  area  with  a  few  trees,  a  path- 
way and  some  small  grass-seeded  plots. 
When  it  is  finished,  however,  its  planners 
believe  it  will  be  an  urban  treasure. 

Mission  Creek  is  a  waterway  that  was. 
threatened  with  landfill  in  the  60s,  blue- 
penciled  out  by  developers  in  the  70s, 
and  nearly  strangled  by  bureaucrats  in 
the  80s.  This  community  of  20  house- 
boats and  35  sail  and  power  boats  is 
home  to  one  of  the  most  eclectic  (and 
often  eccentric)  neighborhoods  in  the 
city,  a  neighborhood  that  has  finally 
triumphed  in  the  yOs. 

Working  closely  with  Mission  Bay  de- 
veloper Catellus.  the  Creek  community 
suggested  ways  in  which  a  unique  urban 
habitat  could  not  only  be  maintained, 
but  also  enhanced. 

Much  of  the  strength  of  the  folks  on 
Mission  Creek  is  derived  from  their 
sense  of  the  history  of  the  olace.  Oriei- 
nally  a  small,  shallow  bay  on  the  south- 
east shore  of  the  San  Francisco  penin- 
sula, it  was  gradually  filled  during  the 
development  boom  of  the  1860s.  ultimate- 
ly assuming  its  present  engineered 
length  and  breadth. 

Because  of  its  prime  location  —  clost"" 
to  downtown,  and  in  the  lee  of  the  penin  " 
sula  —  the  Creek  became  one  of  the  busi- 
est harbors  on  the  bay.  At  its  eastern 
end  (now  Third  Street)  the  channel  was 
the  main  offloading  port  for  hay,  brought 
in  from  the  Delta  on  flat-bottomed  hay 
scows. 

As  the  city's  population  grew,  the 
lumber  industry  burgeoned  and  the 
Creek  became  the  home  of  Pope  and 
Talbot,  the  area's  largest  lumber  yard. 
It  you  Vive  in  a  Virtorian.  chances  ere 
good  thai  it  is  made  of  lumber  milled  at

John's  Bread  and  Chinese  Scholar,  shrubs 
such  as  Flannel  Bush  and  Australian  Blue- 
bell —  will  help  create  this  miniature 
version  of  some  of  the  grander  parks  in 
the  city. 

Virginia  Stearns,  a  resident  of  Mission 
Creek,  Bay  Area  landscape  architect 
Jeff  Brown,  und  project  supervisor  Jack 
Davis  can  easily  visualize  this  new 
gardenspot.  The  challenge  is  to  raise 
the  money  to  pay  for  it. 

To  that  end,  Mission  Creek  residents 
will  sponsor  an  art  auction/white  ele- 
phant sale  on  August  22,  with  all  pro- 
ceeds going  to  raise  money  for  the  park.

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Automobile 
Art  Featured 
At  Hill  Gallery

A  new  kind  of  art  made  its  way  to 
Potrero  Hill  in  mid-March.  Sid  Colberg 
opened  Steering  Wheel  West,  a  unique 
automotive  fine  art  gallery,  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Hrll.  It  is  possibly  the  only 
gallery  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  display- 
ing original  works  of  art  next  to  the 
classic  automobiles  that  inspired  the 
artists. 

Colberg  is  a  retired  San  Francisco 
businessman  and  car  enthusiast.  The 
idea  for  Steering  Wheel  West  grow  out 
of  an  annual  San  Francisco  fundraising 
event  that  brought  together  classic  car 
owners  and  auto  artists.  Now.  Steering 
Wheel  West  is  a  permanent  gallery  de- 
voted exclusively  to  automotive  art. 
"Why  display  this  fine  art  only  one  day 
a  year?"  Colberg  asks. 

Steering  Wheel  West  is  a  large  gallery. 
5,500  square  feet,  with  22  foot  high 
ceilings  and  250  linear  feet  of  display 
wall  space.  Tlie  gallery  includes  works 
in  oil  paint,  watercolor,  bronze  sculpture, 
ceramics,  and  even  stained  glass.  These 
works  depict  cars  in  a  range  of  styles 
from  the  abstract  to  the  photorealistic. 

Everything  about  Steering  Wheel  West 
is  one  of  a  kind,  from  the  art,  to  the 
automobiles,  to  the  owner.  Colberg's 
vision  of  the  automobile  as  a  work  of 
art  makes  his  gallery  unique.  The  cars 
on  display  are  meant  to  be  viewed  with 
the  same  appreciation  as  the  more 
traditional  works  of  art  in  the  gallery. 
He  refers  to  the  eight  classic  cars  on 
display  as  "kinetic  sculptures"  and  des- 
cribes them  in  terms  of  the  beauty  of 
their  shape  and  engineering. 

His  collection  includes  the  rare  1937 
Cord  Convertible  and  a  1933  Chrysler 
Imperial  LeBeron  Phaeton,  as  well  as  a 
classic  1926  Bugatti.  The  artists  whose 
works  are  on  display  include  Ken  Eberts 
and  Lawrence  Braun,  both  original  mem- 
bers of  the  Automotive  Fine  Arts  Society. 

Colberg  describes  the  gallery  as  "a 
commercial  venture."  All  of  the  art  on 
display  is  for  sale.  Prices  for  original 
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,  a  unique  gallery 


works  range  from  several  hundred 
dollars  to  several  thousand  dollars.  Cur- 
rently, the  gallery  is  primarily  open  for 
receptions  and  events  for  various  car 
clubs. 

He  also  offers  less  expensive  works. 
For  around  $50.  visitors  can  walk  away 
from  the  gallery  with  a  limited  run  re- 
production of  an  original  work,  signed 
and  re-marked  by  the  artist  (re-marking 
is  the  addition  of  a  small  sketch  next  to 
the  artist's  signature  on  a  reproduction). 

Though  automotive  art  Is  almost  as 
old  as  the  automobile  itself,  it  is  only  in 
the  past  1 0  years  that  automotive  art 
has  gained  popularity  and  respect.  Suc- 
cessful galleries  devoted  solely  to  auto- 
motive art  have  opened  in  Tokyo.  Dallas, 
Chicago,  London  and  Paris. 

Steering  Wheel  West  is  distinguished 
by  Colbepg's  enthusiasm  for  the  automo- 
bile and  his  belief  in  its  artistic  beauty. 
"I  am  just  the  keeper  of  these  cars," 
Colberg  says.  "They  will  live  on  long 
after  me." 

Steering  Wheel  West  is  open  on  Satur- 
day and  Sunday  from  11  a.m.  -  7  p.m.

The  San  Francisco  waterfront,  for  a 
considerable  stretch  north  and  south  of 
China  Basin's  Bay  View  Boat  Chjb  (BVBC) 
echoed  with  salty  good  cheer  July  17  at 
the  club's  ninth  annual  Big  Event  —  the 
Plastic  Classic. 

"It  was  the  best  we've  had,"  said  John 
Super,  BVBC  Race  Chairman  and  major- 
domo  of  the  festival  that  always  excites 
interest  among  the  dedicated  boat  folk 
of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  environs. 

In  fact,  this  year  water  points  as  far 
as  Santa  Cruz  were  represented  at 
revelry  that  started  before  9  a.m.  and 
went  all  day  and  far  into  the  night  and 
morning.  Nearly  300  people  crowded 
the  club  deck,  bar  and  garden,  chomping 
hot  dogs  and  enjoying  the  two  bands. 
Some  50  club  volunteers  staffed  the  bay, 
deck,  galley,  ticket  sales  tables,  dock 
and  race  deck,  and  66  boats  participated. 

A  record  nine  fleets  and  two  PHRF 
divisions  took  part  in  the  technically  de- 
manding 1 1  race  starts  that  began  at 
2:30  p.m.  The  races  continued  over  a 
variety  of  courses  for  nearly  four  hours. 
Worries  about  wind  proved  groundless 
—  or  airless.  At  around  1  p.m.,  at  a  sig- 
nal from  The  Higher  Authority,  mild 
puffs  piped  up  to  some  20  knots  to 
give  all  hands  good  going  for  the  dura- 
tion. 


The  races  shared  center  stage  with 
the  Classic's  Concours  d'Elegance.  a 
contest  that  this  year  put  18  boats  up 
for  judgment  basically  on  their  good 
looks  and  upkeep.  The  judging  proved 
once  more  the  fiction  of  such  notions 
that  fiberglass  boats  "need  no  mainten- 
ance." 

The  Concours  ranged  from  a  22-foot 
sloop  to  a  50-foot  ketch.  Some  dis- 
cussion was  heard  that  future  Concours 
be  divided  like  the  racers,  into  classes 
or  divisions:  big  boats  with  big  boats, 
little  guys  with  little  entries,  etc. 

"The  biggest  crowd  yet,"  said  Super. 
"We  served  over  150  (chicken  and  veggie) 
dinners.  Heck,  this  thing  went  on  until 
Sunday  morning  since  several  boats  stay- 
ed tied  up  for  the  night  at  the  SP  rail- 
road pier."
